Dear Sir--Four several years past 
you have been making occasional ssl- 
lies out Into the cities and towns of the 
east and west denounclug Spiritualism, 
A few of the Spirltualists at several of 
tbe places where you have have gone, 
been induced to lleten to your bar» 
ranguer, snd some of them your brochure 
written with the evident intention of 
scaring tlmid Christians from ao uveg 
tigation of the facts and phenomena 
with which the Inbabltanta of “that 
better country”? would lead thore who 
‘eit In darkness,” out Into the light. 

A few coples of your rodomoptade 
have been forwarded to me, with the 
request that I reply to ite most mislead- 
jog polots and allow them to circulate 
the reply as far us possible among those 
who mry have been frightened away 
from investigation by what you have 
raid. It seems a duty to let some of 
your readers know that when Spiritual- 
im is presented by a friend It is quite 
a different thing from what you bold 
up to (he world as Spiritualism, 

I aleo discover that you, fu your pref- 
ace, ask your readers, alter they have 
perused your book, to drop you a line 
concerning ft. I cheerfully comply 
with tbe request; but as your book fs 
not a private letter, I see no reason why 
my letter should not be circulated as 
widely as your book has been—the 
antidote should be as far reaching xe 
the polsou which you have sown. 

Another reason why your book de- 
serves more than a passing notice, is 
tezause of its bearty aud uuqualified 
endorsement by fourteen evangelical 
ministers, several of whom attach D.D. 
to thelr signatures. When pearly a 
score of ministers put their unqualified 
endorsement on the cover of such book 
as yours is, and when tens of thousanda 
of people will pay 25 cents each for a 
pamphlet of only thirty-eight pages, 
filled with contradictory statements 
concerning Spiritualism, it shows that 
tbe opposers of Spirituall4m are ip 
rather straightened circumstances. 

When a doctor of divinity and pro- 
feseor of s college, such as Rev. Robert 
Cruikshank, endorees and advertises 
your bnok as being “the ablest and 
most biblical refutation of Spiritualism 
I have ever beard,” then it seems no 
other proof js needed that the world ia 
in a bad way for recruits in the war 
against the angels. 

Iustead of lamenting with Jab that 
my adver-ary has not written s buok, 
(see Job xxxi: 35) I ref vice, with Spirit 
ualiate generally, that ite enemies, from 
Juseph Cook down, have committed 
tbe fatal blunder of endorsing youra. 
This j; an additional incentive to obey 
the voice of the angel which eaid unto 
me, “write.” 

You wisely say, Io your firat para- 
grapk: 

“T have no desire to stir up contro- 
versy about Spiritualism. It was pot 
intended for confirmed Spiritualiste. It 
was not prepared with the hope of 
reaching them.” 

O ı this you are quite right; no Spirit. 
ulist can read your book without 
obeerving that you are entirely unpre 
pared for a controversy with Spiritual 
ists who understand either the B ble or 
Spirltualiam. Aud aa for “confirmed 
Spirltualists,’”? who can testify to what 
their eyes have eeen and their ears have 
heard, It eurely could not be expected 
that they would exchange their knowl- 
edge for the wild rbapsodies of one who 
eitber does not know what he is talking 
about, or, if he does know, he is very 
careful to misrepresent nearly every 
point. 

I notice that tbroughout your pamph- 
let you have much to say about Spirit- 
ualinta beipg 'reuegade church mem- 
Lers.” That may, Io your estimation, be 
the proper fora of phraseology to apply 
to thoe who are fiodipg more light 
than can be found In the church; but 
would it be ju-t the thing for me to call 
you a “renegade Spiritualist??? Your 
secvnod paragraph in as follows: 

“Whether fortunately or unfortunately 
it has bean my lot to see much of Spir- 
ituslism. Growlog up ip au atmos 
phere of eptritualistic Influence. I wan at 
ove time a firm believer in it, aud at 
private seances have often acted as the 
medium. Few persons who have not 
thus come iuto actual contact with it, 
bave any conception of ite extent, an 
the evil it Ia working, not only in thle 
country, but in Europe.” 

> you were once a Spirituallat and a 
medium? all I call you a “renegade?” 
Why did you desert Hpirltuallam and 
your inedjlumahip? Were you honest 
when you were a medium? If so, are 
you honest now? What was it that 
turned you from Spiritualism aod me- 
diumship? I see you yet treileve there 
ia yet something in Spiritualism. You 
ony: 

“But J tell you there is something in vf. 
(The italics are ours.) | sapeax that 
whereof I koow wuen J asy that it in 
one of the greatest powers for evil now 
at work in the world.” 


Here, you acknowledge the power io 
Spiritualiam; but why do you say it ie 
“for evil?” Ia it because ite power in 
greater than the power of tbe church? 
And because it elevates many of ita 
adherents out of the church? You 
acknowledge that Mra. Mott's rooms 


were thronged continually with intelli- 
gent men sod wom-»n; and that among 


the many millions of Spiritualists are 


hundreds of such men as the late Judge 
[dmonds, Hon. Robert Dale Owen, 
Wiliam Lloyd Garrleon, Joshua R, 
Giddings, Mr. Kiddle, and others,whom 
yuu mention by uame. You further 
acknowledge that Spiritualism is per- 
meating +oclety everywhere, aud that 
it is “even stealing into the church It- 
self.” AN of thlg Js true, and It ja a 
proof that the church feels the need of 
something It does not fiod outatde of 
Spiritualism, Please do not play the 
“dog ip the manger,” If you cannot eat 
the spiritual proveuder, don't object to 
others doing so. 

No one knows better than yourself 
that Spiritualism fs true. You say: 


“While there ta no doubt a great deal 
of traud practiced in the name of, aud 
lu connection with, S;tritualisam, I am 
frank to confess to you, that I bave 
myself sern, and that, too, under rir- 
cumstances where f knew there wat no 
fraud or deception, some things that I 
rannol explain away as a delusion, d bee 
licve that there is such a thing as com 
munication between spirilsand men. The 
Bible teyches us this. Ie in not in- 
cumbent upon us to deny il; and I be- 
lieve that there are real spirits connected 
with slodern Spiritualism.” 


Here you have put your belief lu 
Spiritualism in language strong enough 
to sult the strongest Spiritualist. Now, 
when you undertake, a8 you doin the 
latter part of your book, to prove that 
Mrs. Mott was a trickster, you certaloly 
do not do it with the foteution of prov 
ing Spiritualism itself to be a trick. 
That you could not do without Invali 
datiog your own words. 

That there sre tricks played in the 
name of Spiritualism I es futly belleve 
as any Christian ever believed that 
false prophets, falae Crista and false 
apostles ever played thelr games In the 
name of Curistianity. False mauifes- 
tations, however, eustain only the same 
relation to true Spiritualism that count- 
erfeit money does to true colu. Did 
you ever know a person 80 silly as to 
refuse to accept genuine money be2ause 
there were counterfeits in the world. 
Such a person would belong to the same 
family of fools a3 thoze who r ject true 
Splritualiam because there are trickstera 
stealing the livery of Spiritualism to 
serve the Devil in. 

But you are tired of reading by this 
time aud I will reserve the more im- 
portant parts of your book to be an- 
swered In other lettere.

About the Gulf Stream. 

Lieutensnt J. E Pillsbury, of the 
navy, hag, at the request of Professor 
T. C. Meodenball, Superintendent of 
the Coast Survey, written him a letter 
setting forth his views on the subject of 
the Gulf S ream and Its variations. He 
eaye: 

“I think the Gulf Stream does change 
its position to a alight amount, but not 
in the arbitrary manner ur to the great 
extent stated by some of the newspaper 
writera of late. . . . While it iə 
probably a fact that asa rule, a current 
from the equator is warmer and one 
from the pole ia colder tban the sur- 
rounding waters, It is not always the 
fact that the warmest flowing water Is 
from the south, nor that the coldest is 
from the north. . . . The mere 
presence of warm water does not neces- 
sarily show that a current existas, nor 
does a chang, of temperature show 
that there is a change in current. . . 
The Gulf Stream probably hasa vibra- 
tory motion, as evidenced by our own 
anchorage off Cape Hatteras, and as 
previously noticed of R-becca Soa, 
Fia. Anchored there, on the northern 
edge of the stream, riding tothe wind 
witb a gentle current, the latter would 
euddenly become strong and swing the 
vessel until she was stern to wind, to 
rfmaiu but a short time, and then the 
current becoming weaker the wind 
would gain the ascendancy. This was 
fepeated a number of times. 

“I belleve that the daily volume of 
the stream varies but little except from 
that due to declination of the moon. 
Along the nortbero coast, however, it 
js not always on the turface, but is 
overrun by other currents. I think 
that its track tbrough is absolutely 
fixed by law, and that its vibration is 
periodic, although the limit of the peri- 
odic change may vary a trifling 
amount. The generally accepted belief 
that a wind blowing across the current 
changes the position of its axis, is, I am
